French Planes Hammering 
Rebel Convoys In Indochina 


HANOI, Indochina UP —- French 
fighters and bombers today heav­ 
ily attacked 
key 
roads 
leading 
northeastward from the fallen for­ 
tress of Dien Bien Phu. The roads 
are jammed 
with 
thousands 
of 
Communist-led Vietminh rebels and 
big Molotov truck convoys. 
Dropping 1,000-pound high ex­ 
plosive bombs and heavily straf­ 
ing, the warplanes centered their 
attacks on the road from Tuan 
Ciao, 27 miles northeast of Dien 
Bien Phu, and running eastward 
to Na San, 117 miles west of Ha­ 
noi. 
It was at Na San in the winter 
of 1952 and 1953 that the French 
as at Dien Bien 
Phu, 
had 
for 
months put up a Valliant resist­ 
ance against encircling and vastly 
superior Vietminh forces. 
The French evacuated Na San 
Aug. ll, 1953 and the Vietminh 
quickly moved in to use it as a 
base for pursuing their conquest of 
the pro-French Thai peoples coun­ 
try and the eventual attack upon 
Dien Bien Phu.

VIETMINH troops and convoys 
were reported moving two ways to­ 
day: Into and out of the Thai coun­

Those going in may be for rein­ 
forcing Vietminh positions in the 
Thai capital of Lai Chau, 200 miles 
northwest of Hanoi, which the Viet­ 
minh occupied after the French 
pulled out Dec. ll, 1953. 
They also may be intended to 
take over occupation of the Dien 
Bien Phu sector from the battle- 
worn rebels who spearheaded and 
survived the 57 days of assaults 
upon the French Union fortress* 
Dien Bien Phu, on a road lead­ 
ing southward to the royal Lao- 
tian capital of Lnang Prabang, 
might be used as a takeoff base 
by the Vietminh for a fresh in­ 
vasion of the little mountain king­ 
dom. 


Hundreds of Molotov trucks mov­ 
ing along the roads in the Thai 
country were heavily hit last night 
with rockets by French fighters 
and again today by bombers, pi­ 
lots reported touching off big ex­ 
plosions and destroying many of 
the convoys. 
A Vietminh communique broad­ 
cast by Peiping Radio said today 
Brig.

was among those captured at Dien 
Bien Phu. 
The communique for the first 
time mentioned the heroic com­ 
mander by name and confirmed 
previous reports he had been made 
a prisoner.

'Vigilante' 
Groups Rapped 
By Ex-Judge 
CINCINNATI UP — Private vigi­ 
lante groups which “ convict and 
punish their neighbors” without au­ 
thority, trial and 
procedures of 
justice were attacked yesterday by 
former Federal Judge Simon H. 
Rifkind of New’ York. 
He named no names in a speech 
to the semi-annual executive com­ 
mittee meeting of the American 
Jewish Committee here. 
"Private action to punish law 
breakers 
inevitably 
degenerates 
into brutality and injustice,” he 
said. 
The Klu Klux Klan 
has 
been 
curbed, he asserted, “ but in re­ 
cent years the Communist threat 
has again evoked the danger of 
private action.” 
Rifkind served on 
the federal 
bench from 1941-50. 
Declaring the vigilante groups 
have as targets organizations and 
individuals who support the United 
Nations and UNESCO, he said: 
“They seek the censorship and 
withdrawal from libraries and book 
shops of books which happen not 
to meet their approval. 
“ They threaten boycott against 
the national advertiser sponsoring 
radio and TV programs in which 
an actor or writer is on someone’s 
blacklist. 
“ When they claim to defend the 
Constitution, they utter a fraud. 
When they profess to do quick just­ 
ice, they lie. Their conduct has 
no more relation to justice than a 
lynching bee has to 
a court 
of 
law.”

NEW YORK Th—American kids 
still flock to tho circus by the 
millions, but a carcer under the 
big top lures leu cr oi them every 
year. 
This saddens Pat Va Ufo, who 
has followed the tanbark trail for 
51 years and would do it all over 
again gladly. 
“ There are very, few American 
circus families 
anymore; 
they 
are dying out. 
said Pat, who 
worked up from clown to gener­ 
al performance director of the 
Ringling Bros, and Barnum & 
Bailey Circus. This is the organ­ 
ization that for 70 years has been 
conducting a 
whispering 
cam ­ 
paign that it is the greatest show' 
on earth. 
“ Americans still excel in the 
high trapeze acts, but that's all. 
“ Why it is I don’t know. Our 
kids are good athletes, but not 
many want to go on and become 
professionals Those who do want 
to become 
performers 
concen­ 
trate 
on 
other 
entertainment 
fields. 
They 
sing 
or 
talk 
or 
dance." 
Pat, who knows most of the HOO 
animals and 1.000 people in the 
circus by name, nodded moodily 
to Big Ruth, an elderly elephant, 
as she ambled past. Big Ruth 
waved her trunk at him—just one 
old pro saluting another. 
“ There actually aren’t enough 
good American acts left to put 
on a whole circus program,” said 
Valdo. “There are now about 19 
nationalities among our perform ­ 
ers. 
“ But they're all good, they know 
their jobs, and they get along. 
We have a United .Nations here 
that really works.” 
Pat is a tall, leathery, tim e­ 
less man who doesn t like to talk 
about his age beyond admitting 
“ I got a lot of mileage on m e." 
He was born Patrick Fitzgerald 
and is the only Irishman I ever 
met who changed his name. In 
his case he can plead 
self-de­ 
fense. 
“ It was a defense against hun­ 
ger,” he grinned. “ I was in a 
partner act. and the fellow I was 
teamed with thought we’d both 
eat better and get more bookings 
if I abbreviated my name from 
Fitzgerald to Valdo.” 
Few names in a circus world, 
here or abroad, are better known 
• today than that of the Irishman 
called Valdo. 
Pat joined the circus as a youth 


in Binghamton. N. V.

years he worked as

m aster 
clown, a juggler and as partner 
in a boomerang-throwing act w ith 
his wife, Laura. She will travel 
with him as usual when he sets 
out this week on his 52nd con­ 
secutive tour with the circus. 
His face will go before him, a 
face more familiar to millions of 
Americans than that of Marilyn 
Monroe. Although" he quit per­ 
forming himself 20 years ago, the 
famous white-faced 
clown 
you 
see on the circus posters is Pat 
Valdo. 
“ I guess about the only things 
still with the circus that were 
here when I first came are the 
tent and some of the elephants.” 
he said. 
“ The clowns, the midgets and 
the elephants seem to last long­ 
est in the circus. A midget can 
work until he's 70. and a clown 
can go on forever if he keeps 
changing his stuff.” 
Pat thinks Gargantua is the 
greatest circus animal in his life­

GAINING ON A SCOURGE 
AN UNCONCERTED, although simul­ 
taneous, attack is being waged by many 
countries of the,world against leprosy, one 
of m ankind’s most stigm atized diseases. 
According to Dr. P erry Burgess, presi­ 
dent of the Leonard Wood Memorial f o r 
the Eradication of Leprosy, the past four 
years have shown a renewed vigor in the 
w orld’s fight against this malady. 
Dr. Burgess, who has just returned from 
a 30,000 mile inspection tour of leper col­ 
onies in m any countries, reports that Bur­ 
m a, Thailand and India have become es­ 
pecially conscious of the disease, possibly 
because known cases have almost doubled 
there in the past 20 years. 
Other countries in which Burgess found 
m arked interest w ere Brazil, which n o w 
has 37 leprosy colonies treating some 25,- 
000 patients, and the Philippines, where 
the Infugua Tribe (headhunters) have been 
successful in isolating and treating the af­ 
flicted locally. These tribesmen refuse to 
send the sick to governm ent leprosariums 
b ecau se the bodies are not returned after 
death. 
B esides fighting the disease itself, var­ 
ious countries are attempting to curb the 
dread fear and misunderstandings about 
the disease through education and legisla­ 
tion. 
The Territory of Hawaii, for instance, 
has outlawed the word leprosy and insists 
the ailm ent be referred to as Hansen's dis­ 
ease. 
Thus, thanks to Dr. Burgess and others 
who have engaged in the fight on t h i s 
scourge, leprosy has been added to a long 
list of diseases once thought to be incur­ 
able which modern science has fought so 
valiantly and tirelessly that the victory can 
pnly be a short distance away. 


BETTER ROADS 
' 
FE D E R A L AID to highways will total 
m ore than a billion dollars a year for the 
n ext two years, if the House concurs in 
Senate action. The bill appropriates $2,020,- 
000,000. The House had voted $875 million 
a year for roads. In this fiscal year U. S. 
aid to highways totals $650 million. 
Som e estimates of expenditures needed 
to place the nation’s highways in adequate 
condition for today’s traffic run as high as 
$35 billion. By past standards, roads are 
excellent today. But experts say they m ust 
be widened, curves e l i m i n a t e d , hills 
chopped off, etc., to m eet modern traffic. 
All these things would make for happier 
m otoring, but the cost would be terrific. 
One automobile manufacturer testified 
at House hearings that his firm viewed in­ 
adequate highways as the only limitation 
on auto production in the future. But he 
obviously was merely exaggerating for the 
sake of emphasis.

Carthv-Stevens hearings. All sides joined 
to protect his nam e and status although 
they quarrelled about almost everything 
else. 
, 
This man has achieved a unique position 
in Am erican life, above politics, without 
advantage to self. He might have develop­ 
ed, during war years, an expansion of his 
organization both as to powers and person­ 
nel that could have grown into a national 
police force of enormous dimensions. This 
he avoided, despite encouragement from 
m any sources, on the grounds that polic­ 
ing must remain essentially a local matter 
and that the Gestapo form of national po­ 
licing would be a negation of American 
freedom.^ 
It is, therefore, not surprising that after 
37 y e a rs in the D e p artm en t of Justice, 
chief of the FBI for 30 years, the criticism 
of both J. E d g a r Hoover and the FBI 
should be so sparse. In a country such as 
ours, no agency of governm ent should be 
immune to criticism; no individual in gov­ 
ernment should be a taboo, undiscussable, 
unmentionable, beyond debate by the citi­ 
zens. 
Critics of the FBI and J. Edgar Hoover’s 
m anagem ent of that powerful agency of 
governm ent are entitled to scrutinize the 
record, to expose their views of that rec­ 
ord and to lead in a discussion of its m er­ 
its. The interesting fact is that they have 
been so few and that they have made so 
sm all an impression on the country. 
It is more than likely that objections to 
the FBI will increase. The new program of 
the Communist P a rty is for an attack on 
the F BI. That attack has already begun by 
indirection, nam ely, that it is contended 
that the FBI incorrectly provided the Mc­ 
Carthy Com m ittee with data to which it 
was not intitled. 
I have been informed that this is untrue, 
that there has been no access to FBI files 
by McCarthy and his investigators. T h e 
FBI is a department of the Department of 
Justice and it is, beyond doubt, to ze as­ 
sum ed that Attorney Generali H e r b e r t 
Brownell, Jr., has checked such reports. 
In his unwillingness to develop a person­ 
al empire, J. Edgar Hoover has alw ays re­ 
sisted efforts of friendly m em bers of Con­ 
gress to make the FBI 
an independent 
agency of government. It has remained the 
investigative arm of the Department of 
Justice, responsible to the Attorney Gener­ 
al for its authority and supervision. Hoov­ 
er, as chief, has served under ll Attorneys 
General, during both Republican and D em ­ 
ocratic Administration. 
Not all Attorneys General have been en­ 
thusiasts for the bureau or have cooperat­ 
ed with it. It is to be recalled that the FBI 
was eliminated from screening and espion­ 
age in relation to the early atomic projects, 
not being permitted to work in this field 
until 1947. 
While Klaus Fuchs was working at Los 
Alamos, the FBI w as not screening person­ 
nel there, but as soon as the bureau found 
information that the secrets of the atom 
bomb were loose, it investigated and put 
the finger on Klaus Fuchs. It provided the 
material which resulted in the conviction 
of Julius and Ethel Rosenberg.
